No man who mis- 
represents goods can expect to sell twice to the same customer. 
So it is 


with the professional man. The doctor who spends his time in the saloons, 
the clubs and the pleasure resorts, and keeps his office doo.r decorated with 
a card stating ths.t he will return in one hour need not be surprised if he 
finds himself short of patients. 


The lawyer who takes case after case and fails to attend to. the busi- 


ness'of his clients need not be surprised if he finds himself without clients 
in the end. The lawyer who betrays his client and allows his interests to 
suffer because of indifference or laziness or fondness for the flowing bowl 
or the delights of convivial associations, has no right or reason to complain 
that he is not receiving ;i fair share of public patronage. 


People do not always take the trouble to tell a business man, a doctor, 


or a lawyer why they do not give him (heir patronage. If any business man 
or professional man-feels that he should receive more business, or that he 
is getting less than he expects, it would be well for him to take account of 
his personal stock, and see if he is not to blniue for his own misfortune.

jects can readily be Increased by a spe- 
cial study of the country for this occa- 
iion. Friends of Mexico have asked all

The lawyer who betrays bis client and allows his interests to 


suffer because of indifference or laziness or fondness for the flowing bowl 
or the delights of convivial associations, has no right or reason to complain 
that he is, not receiving a fair share of public patronage. 


People do not always take the trouble io tell a business man, a doctor,
